In this Borough likewiſe are fome Lands given to the 
Poor of the Pariſh of P/mbourn, which are under the Ma- 
nagement of ſeveral Truſtees, five of which were admitted 
to vote for Mr. Banks. 

Beſides theſe nineteen Voters, divers others, who had no 
Right in this Ele&tion, were brought to vote for Mr. Banks, 
who having the Mayor in his Intereſt, is returned inſtead of 
Mr. Clavill, who had the Majority of legal Votes.
